’93 SHOW REQUIREMENTS - 
ARTIST MEMBERS 

Our new requirements for showing in 
the ’93 season exhibitions allow each 
artist member a MAXIMUM of 80 

linear inches of art work and a 

maximum of six (6) pieces of art 
work. The purpose is to maintain an 
attractive uncluttered and varied 
presentation for everyone’s 
advantage. 



In addition, we will be reinstating the 
portfolio collection. Artist members 
only may leave a maximum of five (5) 
pieces of work, shrink wrapped (or the 
equivalent) and completely labeled 
with all vital information. The show 
chairmen will require a list of each 
artist’s works with title, medium, and 
price for use at the desk.
